any perſon oꝛ perſons to be (old within the laid Realm, Twelve pence of law- 
ful money of England, & likewiſe to have,leavie and receive foz eberp Twentie 
chillings wozth of Merchandizes and Mares, after the pꝛite that thep be 
bought within this Realm, and to be carried out ofthe ſame, ts be ſold by anp 
manner of perſon oz perſons beyond the Seas, Twelve pence, (Mine and 
Dpl onely excepted.) And fozaſmuch as the pꝛizes of all fuch Merchandizes
